WP ROME, July 10 (AP).—The battle 
of the Mediterranean—a struggle 
between Europe’s two greatest sea 
Powers over empire lifelines—has 
begun, and both Italy and Great 
Britain claimed victory today after 
48 hours of intermittent shellfire, 
torpedoing and bombing. 

The Italian high command pic- 
tured one British naval force in 
the role of the attacker, supposedly

losses. The Italian communique, 
noteworthy in that it admitted

The theater of battle was the 
length of the Mediterranean which 
Italians call “mare nostrum”— 
(our sea). 

There were three general zones of 
the fighting which raged in the air, 
undersea and on the surface. 

Engagements centered in the 
central Mediterranean or Ionian 
Sea off the instep of the Italian 
boot or southeast coast, and in the 

estern Mediterranean south of 
the Balearic Islands and east of 

Gibraltar. 


Sea Against Air Power.

Assembly in Joint Session 
Takes Final Action to 


Empower Petain to Draft 


Constitution. 


VICHY, France, July 10 (AP).— 
The French National Assembly 
passed tonight a bill giving the 
Petain Government full powers to 
draft a new French constitution. 
The vote was 569 to 80. There were 
15 absentions. 

The two houses of Parliament, 
sitting as one body, thus literally 
voted themselves out of existence. 

They approved the Petain Gov- 
ernment’s plans to give France a 
government modeled after Fascist 
Italy. 

Members of Parliament, however, 
will hold their jobs for several 
months until the new constitution 
is drafted, but they will have little 
to do. 

Vicy-Premier Pierre Laval, who 
represented Marshal Henri Philippe 
Petain and read a message in which 
the aged Marshal begged to be ex- 
cused, has agreed that the new 
constitution shall be presented to 
the people for a referendum. 

The constitution “will be ratified 


‘by the nation” and will be applied 


by the assemblies which it will cre- 
ate, “according to the bill up for 
assembly passage.” 

(The assemblies referred to ap- 
parently are corporative bodies to 
be set up on the Italian Fascist 
model to advise the Government 
and exercise some of the powers of 
a legislature). 

The precise manner of ratifica- 
tion for the new constitution is to 
be fixed by the constitution itself.

Describes Fight.

A solid wall of water 
went up in one line for a distance 
of two or three miles as the bombs 
burst. You could not see the ships. 

“As the bombers and fighters of 
both sides met in the sky, planes 
were hurtling down.

Dogfight Over Land.

WASHINGTON, July 10 (AP). 

Toei tect of President Roose- 
velt’s defense message to Con- 
gress today follows: 

As President of the United States 
and as Commander-in-Chief of its 
armed forces, I come again to the 
representatives of the people in 
Congress assembled, to lay before 
them an extraordinary estimate of 
funds and authorizations required 
for the national defense. 

In my opinion, it is necessary 
inow that the people of this nation 
and their representatives in Con- 
gress look at the problem of the 
national defense with utterly dis- 
passionate realism. Never have we 
as a nation attempted to define the 
word “defense” in terms of a spe- 
cific attack at a certain place at 
a certain time or with specified 
land and sea forces. In the long 
sweep of the century and a half 
since our defenses have been con- 
centrated under the Constitution, it 
has been a prime obligation of the 
President and Commander-in-Chief 
promptly to advise the Congress 
with respect to any world circum- 
stances calling for either increased 
jor diminished defense needs, 

From time to time during the 
last seven years, I have not failed 
to advise the people and their rep- 
resentatives of grave dangers 
threatening the United States and 
its ‘people, and the institutions of 
ldemocracy everywhere. From time 
to time I have availed myself of 
opportunities to re-assert and to 
implement the right of all the na- 
tions of the American hemisphere 
to freedom from attack or control 
by any non-American Power. 


Warning Early in 1939. 


A year and a half ago, on Jan. 
4, 1939, in my address to the Con- 
gress, I referred to the fact that 
I had felt it necessary on previous 
occasions to warn of disturbances 
abroad and the need of putting 
our own house in order in the face 
of storm signals from across the 
seas. On that day I said that a 
war which threatened to envelop 
the world in flames had been 
averted, but that it had become in- 
creasingly clear that peace was 
not assured. I said then that all 
about us raged undeclared wars, 
military and economic. I said then 
that all about us were threats of 
new aggression, military and eco- 
nomic. I said then that tHe storms 
from abroad directly challenged 
three institutions indispensable to 
Americans—religion, democracy and 
international good faith. 
Unhappily, many Americans be- 
lieved that those who thought they 
foresaw the danger of a great 
war, were mistaken. Unhappily 
those of us who did foresee that 
danger, were right. 
A week later, on Jan. 12, 1939, I 
submitted a program considered by 
me as Commandler-in-Chief of the 
Army and Navy and by my advis- 
ers to be a minimum program for 
the necessities of defense, saying 
that every American was aware of 
the peaceful intentions of this Gov- 
ernment and of this people, and 
that every American knew that we 
have no thought of aggression and 
no desire for further territory. The 
Congress granted that request for 
the minimum program then deemed 
necessary, 
At the beginning of September 
the storm broke, and on the 2ist 
of that month, in a message to the 
extraordinary session of the Con- 
gress, I said that this Government 
must lose no time or effort to keep 
this nation from being drawn into 
the war, and I asserted my belief 
that we would succeed in these 
efforts. We have succeeded. I be- 
lieve we shall continue to succeed. 
Increased Army Strength. 
In September last, I increased the 
strength of the army, navy, coast 
guard and the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation within statutory au- 
thorizations made by the Congress.

$83 and $119. He testified that the 
first was for liquor which he 
bought for certain members of the 
State Legislature and the second 
for meals and liquor for legislators. 
He gave no dates for the expendi- 
tures and was not asked to name 


he legislators. 
He said that whenever he “at- 
tended a meeting in Jefferson 
City” he bought liquor in St. Louis 
and took it along with him. 

He identified a $50 expenditure 
as a contribution to “the city com- 
mittee,” but was not asked and 
did not say whether it was he 
Democratic or Republican City 
Committee, nor did he give the date. 
Another expenditure, of which he 
did not give the amount, was used 
to buy world’s series tickets for 
Roy Gans, whom he identified as 
“an employe of the Street Depart- 
ment.” 

Items in Note Book. 

Questioned in cross-examination 
about numerous expenditures listed 
in his memorandum book for test- 
g liquor, Spoehrer said the prac- 
ce Of having chemical analyses 
made of liquor purchased during 
the prohibition era was begun after 
a guest of the company had become 
il from drinking the liquor sérved 
him.

This 
Was not explained. 

A large dinner was given at Hotel 
Chase April 22, 1931, for Walter 
G. Neun, celebrating his election 
to a third term as president of 
the Board of Aldermen. About 300

ney, was Republican candidate for 
Mayor in 1933. 

Collections for “Reserve.” 

Spoehrer testified that his ex- 
pense account for $838, dated July 
6, 1937, contained $350 of padding, 
which went, in cash, into what he 
called the “reserve.”

Voted to continue buying elec- 
tric power for Southwest High 
School from the Union Electric 
Co. of Missouri, instead of gen- 
erating it at the school, as engi- 
neers suggested. 

Seeking Job for Gerling. 

Fitzgerald’s insistence that Ger- 
ling be rehired did not come en- 
tirely as a surprise since there had 
been gossip in school circles for 
two months that Gerling was call 
ing on board members, telling them 
that he did not realize what he 
was doing when he resigned from 
his $12,000-a-year job. 

Fitzgerald moved that Acting 
Superintendent George L. Hawkins 
be instructed to carry out Ger- 
ling’s request fcr a part-time ad- 
visory position made at the time 
he resigned. President Mark D. 
Eagleton declared: “We accepted 
the resignation without strings. I 
don’t recall any promise to give 
him another job. Not a word was 
said by a board member acquiesc- 
ing in Gerling’s suggestion.” 

Sheahan, thoroughly § aroused, 
said Gerling had resigned only frem 
the superintendency, not from the 
school system, because of ill health. 

“Oh, that wasn’t the reason he 
resigned,” interjected Hugo Wur- 
dack. Sheahan insisted it was, 
then launched into a eulogy of 
Gerling’s 38 years of service to the 
school system. Fitzgerald added 
that Gerling had had a “wonder- 
ful record” and, even though “criti- 
cised by the grand jury,” had nev-

Three Purposes Stated in

Appropriation.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 10.— 
Gov, ‘Lloyd C. Stark issued a proc- 
lamation today convening t’ e Leg- 
islature in special session on Mon- 
day, July 22, to appropriate addi- 
tional funds for direct relief in 
Missouri during the last five months 
of the year. 
The Governor did not estimate 
the amount that would be required 
for relief during the five months, 
but the State Social Security Com- 
mission, in a report to him, esti- 
mated about $1,500,000 would be 
necessary. 
Convening of the special session, 
prior to the August primary elec- 
tion, had been forecast for some 
time, because of the exhaustion 
this month. of the original appro- 
priation of $6,500,000 for direct re- 
lief in 1939 and 1940. Less than 
$4000 was left after the Social 
Security Commission made an al- 
lotment of $261,390 for July. 
Purpose of Session Defined. 
The Governor’s’ proclamation 
stated the original appropriation 
“will have been substantially ex- 
hausted” on or before Aug. 1, and 
that it was imperative that an ad- 
ditional appropriation be made for 
the period from Aug. 1 to Dec. 31 
“in order’to prevent hunger and 
suffering among a large group of 
the people of Missouri.” 
This emergency appropriation 
would be for the rest of the pres- 
ent biennial period. Funds for re- 
lief requirements after Jan. 1 and

during the next. biennial period 
would have to be provided by the 
regular session or the Legislature 
which convenes next January, un- 
der the State’s fiscal system. 

The Governor’s proclamation spe- 
cified three purposes for the spe- 
cial session, as foilows: 

1. To make the necessary relief 
appropriation. 

2. To make an appropriation for 
the expenses of the special session. 
3. To consider any other matters 
or subjects which may be recom- 
mended to the Legislature by spe- 
cial message, for consideration in 
the special session. 

Expects to Limit Topics. 


Gov. Stark said the third provi- 
sion, as to legislative’ subjects 
which may be submitted through 
special message, was included in 
the proclamation merely to leave 
the way open for enlarging’ the 
scope of the session, if some good 
reason for it-should develop. He said 
that it was his present intention to 
limit the legislation in the special 
session to the additional relief ap- 
propriation and payment of ex- 
pense of the session. 

Under constitutional provisions 
the Governor may limit the legis- 
lative purposes of a special ses- 
sion of the Legislature. However, 
he cannot limit the length of the 
session, once convened, or limit its 
activities, such as investigations or 
hearings. 

As has been told, there have been 
indications legislative ieaders will 
attempt to obtain passage of a res- 
olution, soon after the session con- 
venes, providing for August relief 
requirements by pledging the Legis- 
lature to make the appropriation 
later, then recess from day to day 
until after the Aug. 6 primary elec- 
tion. ° 

Many of the legislators are can- 
didates and will be opposed to con- 
tinuing in session before the elec- 
tion. Gov. Stark said he had heard 
reports of such a plan, but declined 
comment on it. 

One Inquiry May Be Senght. 
Some of the critics of the Social 
Security Commission, which ad- 
ministers relief, old-age pensions 
and aid to dependent children, are 
likely to seek a legislative investi- 
gation of the commission during 
the session.

In addition to this engagement, 
two other British-Italian Mediter- 
ranean clashes were reported, one 
at each end of the beautiful blue 
Sea whose long history has seen 
many a naval battle and many an 
empire fall. 

Stefani news agency reported 
that Italian bombing planes had 
made a 500-mile flight on Monday 
to attack British warships near the 
legend-famed island ef Crete, in the 
Eastern Mediterranean south of 
Greece and north of the route to 
the Suez Canal, sinking a cruiser 
and damaging a battleship and an 
aircraft carrier. A second cruiser 
was reported in the force attacked. 
No immediate report of such a 
clash came from the British, but 
they did say that a British force 
based at Gibraltar, western end of 
the Mediterranean, had “carried 
out a sweep towards the central 
Mediterranean,” shooting down four 
Italian planes and damaging seven 
others. No surface forces were en- 
countered in this maneuver, it was 
stated, 

Thus the battle of the Mediter- 
ranean appeared finally to be un- 
der way, a month after Italy’s en-| 
trance into the war.

Statements in support of efforts 
it Salvage some equity for hoiders 
jof common and preferred shares of 
ithe Missouri Pacific Railroad, in 
trusteeship for reorganization since 
1983, were heard yesterday by Unit- 
ed States District Judge George H. 
Moore during presentation of objec- 
tions to the Inierstate Commerce 
Commission's reorganization plan 
for the railroad. The commission 
holds that no equity remains to 
the stockholders. 

William Wyer of Newark, N. J., 
secretary-treasurer of the railroad 
corporation, testifying in support 
of the corporation’s contention that 
the commission should have placed 
a value on the railroad’s assets in 
connection with the reorganization 
plan, expressed the view that the 
valuation should be. $675,000,000. 

That, he told the Court, would 
give an equity of $139,000,000 to the 
stockholders, $109,000,000 to holders 
of the 718,001 preferred shares and 
$80,000 to holders of the 828,395 
common shares. Even if the com- 
mission set the valuation at the 
amount of the maximum capitali- 
zation contemplated in its pian, 
$560,479,900, the stockholders would 
have an equity of $27,000,000, he 
said. The proposed capitalization 
of $560,479,900 would be a reduc- 
tion of $110,727,764 in the present 
capitalization. 

Alleghany Corporation, a holding 
company, owns 65 per cent of the 
common shares, which have a total 
par valué of $82,839,500, but only a 
nominal market value, and 6 per 
cent of the preferred issue, which 
has a par value of $71,800,001 and 
a nominal market value. 

In a statement to the Court, Fer- 
tis E. Hurd of Chicago, represent- 
ing the corporation, proposed that 


the commission's plan, which the: 


commission would make retroactive 
to last Jan, 1, be made retroactive 
to March 31, 1933, when the railroad 
filed its petition for reorganization. 
This would leave an equity to 
shareholders, he said, 

Luther M. Walter of Chicago, 
representing a committee for com- 
mon stockholders, urged that the 
plan be referred to the commission 
for further consideration and valu- 
ation of the railroad properties. To 
‘become effective the plan must be 
approved by Judge Moore and hold- 
ers of two-thirds of the amount of 
claims by each class of creditors.

Gone—or going, thanks to the 
Diesel locomotive, are the days 
when an engineer would take his 
face from a wad of wet cotton 
waste at the end of the tunnel to 
find the intense heat of smoke and 
coal gas had so blistered the skin 
of his neck that it peeled off on 
the upturned ‘collar of his overall 
jacket, 

On the way out, too, are the over- 
all jacket, the red neck bandana 
with which the “hoghead” was wont 
to swab the coal dust from his 
face, and the long-billed railroad 
cap. The Terminal Railroad Asso- 
ciation, which now has eight of the 
10 Diesels it has ordered, is intro- 
ducing a new engineers’ uniform 
with white shirt and snowy yacht- 
ing cap. 

On an average day about 175 
trains go through the tunnel, of 
which more than 30 are pulled by 
Diesel engines. Almost all pas- 
senger trains are now pulled by 
Diesels. «he smoke left by freight 
trains with steam engines is cleared 
out by ventilating fans. 

Little Smoke Left. 

It is still possible to find a few 
clouds of smoke in the tunnel, but 
it has an old and mysty odor, like 
the cigar smoke in the Old Court- 
house. Clinging to the rail at the 
front end of a 1000-horsepower Die- 
se] as a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter did yesterday—one is less 
likely to worry about a little smoke 
than he is about the illusion that 
the tunnel will prove too narrow 
for the passage of the train.

On the dusty northern highlands 
is found the only natural nitrate 
of soda in the world, a product 
much needed for depleted agricul- 
tural lands of the Old World, while 
lentils and beans in countless va- 
rieties and quantities grow in the 
southern valley. 


Whites Predominate. 

What is equally satisfying, ac- 
cording to the plans the Nazis have 
carefully made, is “the predomin- 
ance of the white race in these 
temperate lands.” Except for 4,000,- 
000 Indians in Bolivia and Para- 
euay and the thinning strains of 
Indians in Chile, the 21,000,000 per- 
sons in this area are without col- 
ored blood. Therefore, Nazi ideolo- 
gy need not be overly stretched to 
include them as worthy comrades. 
The countries are sparsely inhab- 
ited; therefore, millions from 
crowded Europe could find room 
and opportunity. 

What is more to the point, the 
“new Germany” already contains 
more Germans, most of them with 
property and wealth, than are 
found in all the balance of South 
America. Although published sta- 
tistics are not dependable, native 
figures indicate about 250,000 in 
Chile, some 300,000 in Brazil and 
perhaps 200,000 in Argentina. Ger- 
mans in Uruguay number not more 
than 20,000, while in Bolivia and 
Paraguay there are 3000 and 1000, 
respectively. 

It is estimated that there are 
twice as many more with varying 
degrees of German blood in their 
veins. In many sections of south- 
ern Brazil and southern Chile most 
of the Germans were born in those 
countries, and so were their fath- 
ers before them. On the other 
hand, the Germans in Argentina, 
Uruguay and Bolivia are compara- 
tive newcomers, the majority hav- 
ing arrived . since the World War 
and not a few since the advent of 
Fuehrer Adolf Hitler. . , 


These brought with them the 
spark of the frenzied spirit that 
lifted the homeland from the posi- 
tion of a subject nation to a relent- 
less and ever-advancing world 
power. Their preachings have 
transformed most of their fellow 
Germans and countless others with 
a few drops of German blood into

NY one who provokes belliger- 
Aexey of a near state of war for 

this nation must do so with a 
knowledge that we are not and will 
not soon be prepared for a major 
conflict, Harry H. Woodring, for- 
mer Secretary of War, said in a 
speech last night, his first public 
utterance following President 
Roosevelt’s acceptance of his “res- 
ignation” June 20. 


The speech, at a Chamber of 
Commerce banquet welcoming him 
home, constituted, in effect, a state- 
ment of his stand for adequate mili- 
tary preparedness and against in- 
tervention in the European war, in 
the latter part of his service in 
Cabinet. He did not, however, com- 
ment directly on the widespread re- 
ports of sharp differences between 
him and the administration over 
policy and of his opposition to ex- 
cessive efforts to aid the former 
Allies, England and France. 

Woodring still refuses to make 
public his letter of resignation, 
which the White House has de- 
scribed as “too personal” for pub- 
lication. 

He argued, in his address, broad- 
cast on a NBC hookup, for ex- 
penditure of billions of dollars to 
“insulate the Americas against 
war”; for adoption of a non-provo- 
cative attitude by this country and 
for keeping out of the war, and he 
renewed an expression of faith 
in the workings of democracy. A 
Democrat, formerly Governor of 
Kansas, he told the capacity audi- 
ence of 300, largely Republican in 
character, that “some of the young 
ideologists (of the New Deal) 
should realize that democracy and 
the capitalistic system are synony- 
mous.” 


Comments on His Leaving Post 


“If reaction from my leaving the 
War Department as a known non- 
interventionist,” he _ said, 
plause .and cheers, “has caused 
modification of some policies and 
sobered some of those provocative 
and meddling civisers of the ad- 
ministration, who would strip our 
own defenses, then I regret that I 
have only one set of guts to sacri- 
fice on the altar of public service.” 

Although Woodring did not men- 
tion it, since he resigned a proposal 
to let England have 20 torpedo mo- 
tor launches has been dropped. 


“In stating that nations whose 
purposes and economic policies are 
inimical to ours should be kept out 
of the Western Hemisphere,” he 
said, “I do not want it to be under- 
stood that I am advocating that it 
is any business of ours what form 
of government any European or 
Oriental nation may choose. It is, 
after all, none of our business if 
certain European nations choose 
one form of government over an- 
other. 

“I have always been, I am now 
and I expect to remain a non-inter- 
rventionist, in both the military and 
political controversies of Europe, 
and I am a strong advocate of 
keeping this country out of recur- 
ring European wars. I hold it is 
not necessary for America to pro- 
voke antagonisms with any people 
because their nation chooses one 
form of government over another. 
We naturally believe in and are 
sympathetic to the democracies of 
the world. 


Aid to Democracies. 


“But as they wage war, our aid 
should not be determined upon the 
issue of whether it be a defensive 
war to maintain their war-won em- 
pires, or an offensive one to main- 
tain a European balance of power, 
or even if moral or social problems 
of European peoples be involved. 
Our aid should be generous and 
upon a strict basis of cash and 
carry—wheat, pork, arms and air- 
planes alike—but aid only to that 
point that the sale of products to 
foreign nations does not jeopardize 
the defenses of our own country.” 

Interrupted frequently by ap- 
plause, Woodring, who was in the 
tank corps in the World War, con- 
tinued: 

“There need be no first line of 
defense beyond our own possessions 
if we refrain from provoking bel- 
ligerency with any of the warring 
nations of this world. What is our 
quarrel with any Power in the Far 
or Near East, Europe or Asia? We 
have all we can ao to mind our own 
business ang prepare like hell to 
insulate this hemisphere from war. 

“A neutral America, with a 
friendly attitude to all nations, 
backed up by a powerfully prepared 
army and navy, is an America that 
has anticipated the path of wisdom 
and the patb of peace. It is the 
only path that America may wisely 
follow if honestly in search of 
peace, if honestly det mined to 
keep out of war. Some say this 
formula did not guarantee peace 
for some other ma,cr nations but 
out antecedency does not involve 
us in the power and imperialistic 
controversies of the Old World. We 
must, and are going to, spend bil- 
lions to insulate the Americas 
against war and to assure our posi-

Dropping a hint that he may

to call with confidence upon labor 
leaders to do their share. 


“There is a big job to be done. 
Besides constant consideration for 
the solution of our domestic prob- 
lems, we must prepare to insulate 
against war coming to this hemi- 
sphere. As an advocate of peace, 
I have consistently in the last eight 
years in Washington been an advo- 
cate of preparetness. You will re- 
call that in January, 1934, many. 
who now offer criticism for failure 
to prepare, were the Same ones who 
wanted to hang my hide on the 
fence because I wrote an article for 
a national magazine suggesting that 
the boys in the CCC camps receive 
elementary military training. If my 
suggestion had been followed then, 
today we would have over 1,500,000 
militarily trained young men as re- 
servists in the nation’s emergency.” 

Woodring was Assistant Secre- 
tary of War when the article was 
published, becoming Secretary in 
September, 1936. 


Plea as Private Citizen. 

“As a private citizen,” he con- 
cluded, “I continue my plea for pre- 
paredness by advocating that we all 
serve. As taxpayers we must all 
dig a little deeper. Our young men 
must face the problems of real| 


training. Some of our industries 
must turn from making ‘he com- 
forts and luxuries of ordinary life 
to fabricating the instruments of 
destruction. We face this stern 
necessity of preparedness with sor- 
row, but, I hope, also with firmness 
and realism. I have fath in our 
democracy and know that under it 
in times of peace we have in the 
past and will in the future raise 
our people to the highest standards 
of culture and prosperity. 

“Tf our democracy is to survive, 
we must be willing to sacrifice to 
maintain it, to maintain our institu- 
tions, our homes and our families.” 
In opening his address, Woodring 
said that as a member of the Cab- 
inet he had tried to do his part in 
the national effort to solve social, 
economic and political problems 
which were threatening the form 
of government and existence of the 
Republic. In recent years, he add- 
ed, he considered the possibilities 
of a resort to force to defend our 
institutions. He remarked that he 
went to Washington, in 1933, “at 
the close of an ominous era, the 
golden age of big business,” when 
“there had to be a cleanup of the 
debris left by years of maladmin- 
istration.” 

He pictured Roosevelt and Con- 
gress, at the start of New Deal, as 
a determined, non-partisan force, 
attacking the problems, as states- 
men, and told of the enactment, 
under modifications, of the de- 
mands of agriculture, labor and 
business for reforms. 


“The result,” he asserted, “was 
a broad program of social, folitical 
and economic reforms, which are 
today the accepted principles of 
both major political parties.

This unit 
is being formed of volunteers who 
found their way to Britain and of 
the small Czech part of the Brit- 
ish expeditionary force which saw 
active service in France. 


The greatest tragedy which be- 
fell the Czechs was the French re- 
fusal to allow Czech troops and 
their Commander-in-Chief to leave 
French territory after the cease- 
fire order had been given by Pre- 


mier Marshal Henri Philippe Pe- 
tain. The intervention of Gen. 
Louis Eugene Faucher, who for 


years had been head of the French 
military mission in Prague and who 
had held, concurrently since 1930, 
the rank of General in the former 
Czecho-Slovak army, had _ even 
failed to obtain permission for 
them to depart. 


The Czechs fighting in France 
had the’ greatest difficulties in 
leaving owing to the fact that they 
had been engaged on the eastern 
front. By the time they had been 
able to assemble on the coast, armi- 
stices with Germany and Italy had 
been signed and British ships were 
not allowed to approach the French 
coast to take them off. What their 
fate will be is not difficult to imag- 
ine, for it seems likely that the 
French will hand them over to the 
Germans, if they have not done so 
already. 


Many of those men, and many 
who managed to reach here, had 
succeeded in escaping from Czecho- 
Slovakia after the Germans had 
o¢cupied their country. Their tales 
of how they had managed to get 
out cannot be told for they would 
endanger the lives of those who 
had to remain behind. 


Now that France is out of the 
war, it can be told how for months 
preceding the war, the French as- 
sisted Czech pilots to escape to 
France, although many also went 
out through Poland. Every time a 
French civil plane operating be- 
tween Prague and Paris left the 
Prague Airdrome, it took with it a 
new steward or mechanic and in 
this way succeeded in evacuating 
an important number of Czecho- 
Slovakia’s crack airmen, many of

4. Infiltration into Syria of Nazi- 
Fascist agents. 

(The Associated Press reported 
yesterday from Ankara that travel- 
ers arriving from Syria told of 
6000 French army officers crossing 
into Palestine to join the British, 
who were said to be massing troops 
on the Syrian border.) 

The significance of the murder 
of Shahbandar is apparent when it 
is recalled that for years he had 
been working for an independent 
Syria in close collaboration with 
the pro-British Emir Abdullah of 
Trans-Jordan. Shahbandar’s idea 
was to have Syrian independence, 
with a British guarantee. 

With the French losing their hold 
on Syria, and with the Axis Powers

As Lloyd George said in a recent article in the 
Post-Dispatch, the French Government was a regime 
of the vested interests of the Right—a regime that 
was bitterly opposed even to the moderate social re- 
forms of the Popular Front. How blind! France 
was rich, very rich. Yet its workers, the men in the 
mines and the girls in the Bon Marche, were most 
poorly paid. Was it unreasonable that they should 
enjoy a 40-hour week and such other benefits that 
they received through the C. G. T. unions and the 
Popular Front? Was it conceivable that a free coun- 
try should exist with a little minority of wealth 
‘and a great majority. of paupers and peasants? 

It is true that the workers of France were for the 
most part Socialists and Communists. 
men who became the French soldiers when war came 
last September—were not disloyal. They were ardent 
in their opposition to Hitler and Fascism. But what 
Government could count on their enthusiastic sup- 
port when it imprisoned their leaders, deprived them 
of a voice in its affairs and substituted for collective 
bargaining a merciless campaign of union-busting? 

Certainly, these people wanted decent wages. Were 
they not entitled to ask for them from business men 
who refused to assemble war planes in the face of a 
blitzkrieg until more satisfactory—more profitable— 
arrangements had been made with the Government? 
What is the purpose of a state? Where lies national 
unity if not in the good of all, rather than in the 
privilege of a few? : 

Military unpreparedness, folly and treachery were 
but the natural flowers of a rotten, undemocratic sys- 
tem. They led quite logically to a disgraceful armis- 
tice, accepted to an obbligatto of hilarity in Bor- 
deaux’s Hotel Splendide, and to yesterday’s decision 
in the Casino at Vichy. 

“Misery, ruin and disaster,” to use the phrase 
of Eve Curie, have been substituted for the “Liberty, 
Equality and Fraternity” graven on every coin of 
the French Republic. But then, that Republie is no 
more. It is being supplanted by a corporative, a to- 
talitarian, state whose detailed form is to be decided 
in the name of the old General, Petain, by the dark 
mind of swarthy Pierre Laval and his cabal. 

The vote at Vichy was no more than a hollow ges- 
ture toward the old order. France is already a dic- 
tatorship. It has been since 1938, when Daladier 
began his rule by decree. Otherwise the course of 
the War of 1940 would certainly have been different— 
the fight at least would have been braver; the false 
front of the Maginot line would not have been 
cracked at 30 miles an hour. 

Tonight the sun sets flaming red over the German- 
patrolled Seine. Out of that fire, the French phoenix 
may rise again. The Gallic spirit has béen crushed 
again and again, but never completely. So one can 
hope that it will again throw off dictatorship. 

Meanwhile, France holds before the world the les- 
son that no’ democracy can stand if it is not a gov- 
ernment of the people, by the people, for the people. 
Such governments shall not perish from the earth. 
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OUT WITH TRACY! 

It is now almost a week since the news went around 
St. Louis that George B. Tracy, chairman of the Effi- 
ciency Board, was holding the ax over the head of 
city employes who do not go down the line for the 
machine. Thus far, we have had, by way of correc- 
tion, only Mayor Dickmann’s weak disavowal.

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ENLIGHTENMENT FROM MR. WOODRING. 

Harry Woodring did not give a detailed account, 
in his address last night, of why he is no longer 
Secretary of War in the Roosevelt Cabinet. But his 
observations on what has been going on in Wash- 
ington, plus his statements on foreign policy and na- 
tional defense, left very little to the imagination. 

Mr. Woodring, out of personal and party loyalty, 
scarcely mentioned the President, and did not criti- 
cise him directly. Nevertheless, his address made it 
clear that there is an abyss as wide as the Atlantic 
Ocean between Roosevelt and Woodring in their 
thinking on foreign policy. 

The ex-Secretary in his speech emphasized and 
reiterated several important points: the necessity 
for keeping out of war, our country’s inadequate state 
of military preparedness, the danger of provocative 
utterances and the urgent need for proper defenses. 

Of all these, Mr. Woodring placed greatest stress 
on provocative utterances. He returned to the topic 
again and again in his address, as the detailed ac- 
count in today’s Post-Dispatch makes plain. From 
this particular emphasis, it is obvious that Mr. 
Roosevelt’s bellicose speech at Charlottesville met 
with his disapproval and roused his acute concern, 


just as it did with the great majority of citizens. » 


Mr. Woodring also stated his disagreement with 
those “who would strip our own defenses” for the 
sake of sending help abroad. He does not need to 
give details; it is perfectly clear what he is talking 
about. This means the 20 speedboats, whose sale to 
Britain was stopped at the eleventh hour; it means 
the proposed,sale of naval craft, of naval planes, of 
hypothetically obsolete but actually potent weapons, 

This sensible and‘illuminating speech contains a 
sentence that is a devastating commentary on the 
President’s reckless course to the brink of war, a 
sentence that should be a red warning flag for the 
American people: 

“Anyone who provokes belligerency or a near state 
of war for this nation must do so with a knowledge 
that we are not and will not soon be prepared fora 
major. conflict.” 

That is why Mr. Woodring fervently urges a 
course of non-intervention, and an energetic, unflag- 
ging drive for preparedness, “to insulate the Amer- 
icas against war.” 

Was there ever a greater. contrast than that be- 
tween the realistic, temperate speech of Mr. Roose- 
velt’s ex-Secretary of War and the violent, reckless 
speech of his new Secretary of War, Henry L. Stim- 
son, just before the Cabinet change was announced? 
That contrast is another warning to the people, and 
a solemn summons to the eternal vigilance that is 


the price of liberty. 
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MR. WILLKIE’S CAMPAIGN ORGANIZATION. 

The organization that won the nomination for 
Wendell Willkie may have been an “inspired bunch 
of amateurs,” as it was widely heralded, but the 
Republican candidate is not relying on neophytes 
alone to carry on his drive for election. His cam- 
paign organization, as just announced in Washington, 
draws heavily upon the wheel-horses that have been 
running the party since 1932. 

This is doubtless good intra-party politics, designed 
as it is to consolidate the G. O. P. regulars and the 
senatorial clique behind the newcomer nominee. Mr. 
Willkie has been careful to include supporters of each 
of his major opponents at Philadelphia. New faces 
and new names, such as Goy. Stassen, Russell Daven- 
port, Kenneth Simpson and Oren Root, will bring a 
freshness of appeal to the party ticket. The new na- 
tional chairman, Representative Joseph W. Martin 
Jr., is a highly capable choice. But it will be diffi- 
cult to imagine anything like a “rebirth of the Re- 
publican party’—one of the claims that followed 
Willkie’s nomination—with many key positions filled 
by stalwarts of the Hoover and Landon campaigns. 

Mr. Willkie’s troop of political unsophisticates may 
have packed the galleries, sent a barrage of telegrams 
and button-holed plenty of delegates, but old hands 
are now at the helm. For better or for worse, the 
Republican nominee has lost his amateur standing.

against their elevation in any democracy. 

A great business man, both in England 
and France, will operate mainly behind the 
political scene rather than in front of it; of 
our three business men who have become 
Prime Ministers one was, in fact, a rentier, 
and the others had long retired from active 
participation therein. Few people could 
easily é€xplain the failure of one man to 
reach the top, and the success of another. 

And in estimating the meaning of “avail- 
ability” we must remember always that 
there is a real sense in which the more 
strong the candidate, supposing that he rep- 
resents a special point of view, the more 
strong also are likely to be his enemies. Not 
infréquently an easy nomination—so long as 
the renominatio’ of an existing President is 
not involved—merely rieans, as it meant 
with Horace Greeley in 1872, with Judge 
Parker in 1904, with Gov. Landon in 1936, 
that rival candidates do not consider there 
is much prospect for their party’s success.

Yet I suggest that anyone who knows the 
life of a political party from within Great 
Britain will not feel inclined to cast a 
stone at the American system. It fits well 
enough the medium in which it has to work. 
It achieves the results that the needs of the 
people require.

For there is at least one test of the sys- 
tem that is, I think, decisive. There have 
been five considerable American crises. 

There was the need to start the new Re- 
public adequately in 1789; it gave the Amer- 
ican people its natural leader in George 
Washington. The crisis of 1800 brought 
Jefferson to the presidency; that of 1861 
brought Lincoln. The war of 1914 found 
Wilson in office; the great depression result- 
ed in the election of Franklin Roosevelt. 

So far, it is clear, the hour has brought 
forth the man. It is, of course, true, as 
Bagehot said, that “success in a lottery is 
no argument for lotteries.” I agree that 
no nation can afford a succession of what 
Theodore Roosevelt termed “Buchanan 
Presidents”—men whose handling of the is- 
sues is uncertain and feeble. 

But the answer is that the nation has 
never had that succession; an epoch of 
Hardings and Coolidges produces, by the 
scale of the problems to which it gives rise, 
its own regeneration. The weak President, 
as I have argued, comes from the fact that 
a strong predecessor has set the ship of 
state on, an even keel. He is chosen be- 
cause after a diet of strong occisions a 
nation, like an individual, turns naturally 
to the chance of a quiet time. “Normalcy” 
is al ays certain to be popular after crises. 

Thé@ issue is whether, when crisis comes, 
the system can discover the man to handle 
it. On the evidence, this has so far been 
very remarkably the case. To urge that it 
is chance is, I think, a superficial view. It 
is the outcome of the national recognition 
that energy and direction are required, and 
the man chosen is the party response to that 
recognition. The more deeply we penetrate 
the working of the system, the more clearly 
does it emerge that the result is inherent 
in its nature.

REFUGEE ARNOLD BERNSTEIN 
BECOMES CITIZEN OF U. S. 


Former Head of German Shipping 
Concern, Stripped by Nazis, 
Has Made New Start. 


NEW YORK, July 10 (AP). — 
Arnold Bernstein, who watched 
through Nazi prison bars the col- 
iapse of his great shipping em- 
pire, became a citizen yesterday of 
the country which gave him refuge. 

Bernstein, who fought on the Ger- 
man side in the World War, took 
the oath of American allegiance in 
United States District Court. 

Then he said: 

“I am too happy for words. All 
I can say is that for the first time 
in many years I feel that I am 
really a free man again.” 

Up from scratch in post-war Ger- 
many, Bernstein built a thriving 
ocean trade, guiding from Hamburg 
the Arnold Bernstein and Red Star 
lines plying the North Atlantic. 

In 1937 the Nazis issued strict ex- 
change laws. Bernstein, then Ger- 
many’s only Jewish shipping man, 
was arrested, stripped of his hold- 
ings, sentenced to 2% years in 
prison and fined $400,000. Released 
last summer, he came to the United 
States, 

Now Bernstein is president of a 
new Bernstein Line.

Dida’s Selection as Gover- 
nor of Bahamas Said to 
Be Part of $280,000,000 


Expansion Program. 


NEW YORK, July 10 (AP)— 
The appointment of the Duke of 
Windsor as Governor and com- 
mander-in-chief of the Bahamas is 
the beginning of a $280,000,000 Brit- 
ish colonial development and wel- 
fare program, says*Maj. W. E. 
Stimnett, London editor, here on @ 
special mission for the British Co- 
lonial Department. 

The undertaking, he said, was 
authorized by Parliament last May 
but remained a virtual secret be- 
cause of the pressure of war. 

He said the program called for 
the development of social and pub- 
lic services and economic resources 
in all of Britain's 40 colonies, with 
special attention directed toward 
the British West Indies. 

Stimnett is here to “thank the 
various American and foundation 
executives who have done so much 
in the past to better the conditions 
of our colonials. And to let it be 
known that Britain now, regardless 
of the war, is going to expand 
that good work.” 

“The entire fund,” he added, “will 
be raised directly by the British 
Treasury, directly out of money 
paid in by the taxpayers of the na- 
tion, and will go to the colonies 
as a completely free grant.” 


Britons Pleased by Appointment of 
Duke of Windsor. 

LONDON, July 10 (AP).—The 
British press and public exhibited 
satisfaction today at the appoint- 
ment of the Duke of Windsor as 
Governor and commander-in-chief 
of the Bahamas, The news appar- 
ently appealed to the romantic side 
of most Britons, who saw their for- 
mer King in the role of goodwill 
Ambassador to the new world. 

Newspapers published long de- 
scriptions, accompanied by maps, of 
the islands off the Florida coast, 
where the Duke and his American- 
born Duchess, the former Wallis 
Warfield Simpson, will reside. 

The Mail pictured the Bahamas 
as “isles of pirate gold” and the 
playground of wealthy Americans. 
An Exchange Telegraph news agen- 
cy dispatch from Nassau said the 
population of the islands welcomed 
the Duke’s appointment with en- 
thusiasm. ; 

The only editorial comment ap- 
peared in the London Times, which 
said: 

“The West Indies as a whole may 
well receive the news as full of wel- 
come significance at a time when 
events in Burope and the friendly 
interest of their great neighbor in 
the north have demonstrated their 
high importance in the international 
reckoning.” 

The Times recalled the previous 
openings for service taken by the 
Duke and added: 

“Another has been found in one 
of the oldest and most honorable ap- 
pointments under the crown. Others 
no doubt rank higher in formal dig- 
nity and in extent of jurisdiction. 
Even if that tmeasure be applied, 
the greater the honor done to an 
historic colony and the greater the 
credit due the Duke himself.” 

The Duke and Duchess are now 
in Lisbon, Portugal, where they fled 
last month from their home in 
France ahead of the Nazi invasion. 
It was presumed they would go di- 
rectly to the Bahamas, although the 
date of their departure was not dis- 
closed. 

The post which the Duke will as- 
@ume carries a salary of about $12,- 
000 a year. He will succeed Sir 
Charles Cecil Farqubarson Dundas, 
who will become Governor of the 
Uganda Protectorate in Africa. 

The Duke has paid two visits to 
England since he gave up _ his 
crown Dec. 10, 1986, to marry “the 
woman I love.” Last Sept. 12, nine 
days after Britain entered the war, 
Windsor returned home at the bid- 
ding ef his brother, King George, 
and returned to France Sept. 22 as 
liaison officer between the French 
and British armies. | 

He returned to Britain Jan. 1 
for a two-day visit. 

The Bahamas, 300 miles off the 
Florida coast, include 20 inhabited 
islands with a population of 67,720. 


Duke’s New Headquarters Two 
Hours by Air From Florida. 
NASSAU, Bahamas, July 10 (AP).

Clash With British 


Bodies, Destroyed Tanks and Burned Trucks 
Mark Rout of Convoy by English in 
“Battle of Girba.”

ON THE LIBYAN BORDER, 
July 5.—(Delayed.)—The dead of 
the Girba action are still unburied. 
We passed the place today and saw 
them lying where they fell six days 
after Premier Benito Mussolini de- 
clared war on the Allies. 
If the Italians had time to spare 
when they were near the scene of 
this disaster, probably they would 
bury their dead. But even when 
they are in sight of the Girba bat- 
tileground, they go right on. 

We ourselves paused only a little 
while. For in this part of the 
desert you never can be sure who 
will appear suddenly against the 
skyline—friend or enemy—and none 
loiters. 

So the dead of Girba are still ly- 
ing there, 
Too Hot to Touch. 

Baby tanks are squatting, facing 
this way or that, depending on how 
they jumped when the shells hit 
them, In the day’s heat they are 
too hot to touch. In the gray dawn 
they are cold again, and damp. 

Burned Italian trucks are like 
black lumps against the horizon. 
Some are near the scene of fight- 
ing; others are miles away, where 
frantic efforts to escape ceased ab- 
ruptly. 

Girba’s battle occurred June 16. 
Two British armored cars, scout- 
ing inside Libyan territory, saw a 
column of 80 Italian trucks con- 
voyed by 17 light tanks. They 
streaked over the hard surface of 
the desert, attacked and put two 
tanks out of action. 

One of the cars had a tire punc- 
tured and withdrew with the other, 
but both were pursued by tanks. 
They were almost cut off when two 
more British armored cars appeared 
and put a third Italian tank out of 
action, 

Call for Reinforcements. 
The fighting armored cars, stay- 


The 


ing at a distance, hung on to the 


convoy and reported by wireless to 
headquarters. At 11 a. m., four 
British light tanks and two cruiser 
tanks appeared. The Italians with- 
drew to the top of a rise of ground 
and formed a defensive circle 
reminiscent of covered-wagon days. 

As the British tanks attacked, 
seven Italian tanks scooted down 
the slope to meet them. Mean- 
while, the British armored cars 
adopted prairie Indian tactics, rid- 
ing around their quarry at full 
speed, and shooting. 

While the British tanks engaged 
Italian tanks, the armored cars 
concentrated their fire on the gun 
crews of four Italian field guns. 
The trucks began to catch fire, the 
Italian circle broke, and the rout 
began, 

The trucks scattered in all direc- 
tions, with. armored cars running 
them down, and this blank space 
in the desert became known as the 
battleground of Girba. 


Italian and Native Troops. 


Today we were looking at it and, 
seeing these dead, could tell gen- 
erally how they died. Some were 
Italians, others native troops. There 
was a man in blue overalls, lying 
on his side at the rear of a baby 
tank. Apparently, he had jumped 
out when a shell from a British 
cruiser tank pierced the armor and 
killed his companion, But he had 
survived only long enough to die on 
the ground, 

Nearby, a round, padded helmet 
lay on the ground. A few yards 
away, another baby tank had 
caught fire and become an incin- 
erator. 

It was about the same with the 
others. Some soldiers had been 
cremated in their tanks, some 
killed in the open. Some were sit- 
ting inside their tanks, some were 
lyiag On their faces or their backs 
on the ground. 

Some day, maybe, they will be 
buried and have a war monument.

Brainless Advisers. 

“Simply because some _ things 
have been done in the name of the 
Democratic party does not mean I 
have always approved of many of 
the methods used in Washington 
to reach objectives, and I do not 
approve of some of the brainless, 
impractical advisers that think our 
democracy must be tinkered with 
or made over. Some of the young 
idealogists, to whom I ascribe no 
more libera’ social and economic 
viewpoints than I myself _ hold, 
should realise that democracy and 
the capitalistic syste.n are synony- 
mous and that America has grown 
great under this system, even be- 
fore they graduated from Harvard 
“No democracy can succeed rid- 
ing two horses going in different 
directions; it cannot have one foot 
planted on the capitalirtic-private 
enterprise system and the other 
planted on a horse harnessed to a 
state-socialism program.” 

Woodring, formerly a small-town 
Kansas banker, argued that un- 
sound econamics cannot be trans 
ferred into wisdom by legislation.

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FAKE REALTY DEALS 
CHARGED 10 PROMOTER

Samuel J. Mandell, Now 
Prison, Accused of Getting 
$8200 From Widow. 


Samuel J. Mandell, high pres- 
sure promoter who is serving a 
two-year sentence in Leavenworth 
Penitentiary for mail fraud, was 
indicted by the grand jury yester- 
day on a charge of obtaining $8200 
under falsé pretenses from a widow 
in fake real estate deals. 

Circuit Attorney Frankin Miller 
said that Mandell received about 
$9700 in the summer of 1988 from 
Mrs. Maria Springer, 3614 Sidney 
street, on the promise that he 
would buy lots in exclusive sub- 
divisions for her. When the deeds 
wefe delivered to Mrs. Springer, 
Miller said, the property turned 
out to be real estate of little value 
in remote parts of St. Louis Coun- 
ty. 
A transaction involving $1500 did 
not take place in St. Louis, Miller 
said, and Mandell was not charged 
with obtainirg that amount. The 
$9700 represented Mrs. Springer’s 
inheritance from hér husband, who 
operated a creamery at Washing- 
ton, Mo. 

In 1938, Miller said, Mandell was 
operating the Henry B. Schiller 
Real Estate Co. in the 6600 block 
of Delmar boulevard. 

Miller said a hold order would 
be placed against Mandell at Leav- 
enworth. Mandell has applied for 
and has been denied parole, but is 
eligible for conditional release after 
Aug. 31. 

Mandell, who had beén manager 
of the defunct General Institute, 
Inc., @ correspondence school which 
sold fake civil service courses, 
pleaded no contest to the mail fraud 
charge in United States District 
Court in January, 1939. Similar 
pleas were entéred by 13 of his 
associates, 

At that time Assistant United 
States District Attorney David M. 
Robinson told the Court he 
been informed by the St. Louis 
Better Business Bureau that Man- 
dell had swindled St. Louisans “out 
Of abogt $100,000" between 1932 
and 1987.

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sell the vast majority of their prod- 
ucts to the outside world, they face 
bankruptcy. They export raw mate- 
riala and import manufactured 
goods or semi-manufactured goods. 
The growing number of manufac- 
turing concerns in reality are as 
sembling or finishing plants. 

But the countries which consti- 
tute the proposed new empire, un- 
like most others, compete with the 
United States. Nearly all their 
products are produced also in our 
own country in quantities sufficient 
for our use, 

Brazil and Colombia sell the bulk 
of their coffee and other products 
to us. Venezuelan oil is dominated 
by United States interests. We buy 
cacao or chocolate beans from Ec- 
uador and Northern Brazil, while 
our purchuses of Peruvian sugar 
are considerable. But for wheat, 
corn and meat, Argentina and Uru- 
guay, for lumber Southern Brazil, 
and for copper Chile must find 
markets elsewhere. We do not pur- 
chase Bolivian tin because England 
has & monopoly on refining; there- 
fore, we import the finished prod- 
uct from there. 


Reich Leading Buyer. 


When war broke out last fall, 
Germany was buying increasing 
quantities of all these products and 
was fast becoming the chief com- 
péetitor of the United States in all 
the countries. The moment the war 
is over, and especially if England is 
defeated, our position in South 
American trade will become more 
and more untenable, even if the 
proposed conquest does not take 
place. 

Thus, if the Germans find that 
the plans to take over by force are 
not practicable at the moment, they 
expect eventually to acquire the 
new empire by economic pressure. 
That is, they believe that the neces- 
sity of selling to Europe, a Europe 
dominated by Germany and the to- 
talitarian system, would force these 
countries into the Nazi economic 
camp, so that eventual domination 
would be easy. 

At least, this is the set-up and 
these are the Nazi reasons behind 
the scheme for the “new Germany” 
in the Americas. In subsequent 
articles I will discuss the possibili- 
ties for success of the plan, and 
give details concerning Nazi activi- 
ties in each of the republics.

TWO POLISH SHIPS GET 
OUT OF FRENCH PORTS 


Escape African Harbor at 
Night, One Under Fire— 
Now in England. 


LONDON, July 10 (AP).—Two 
Polish ships which French author- 
ities in West African ports attempt- 
ed to hold, broke out of their har- 
bors and are now in British ports, 
the Admiralty announced today. 

The ships were the 3133-ton Stalo- 
wa Wola, which escaped from Da- 
kar, French West Africa, and the 
6345-ton Pulaski which escaped at 
night from the inner harbor at Ko- 
nakri, 

The text of the Admiralty com- 
munique: 

. “Determined action by two Polish 

merchant navy captains preserved 
two ships for further service in the 
war, 
“The Polish steamship Stalowa 
Wola (3133 tons) (Capt. Destrzem- 
bosz) was lying in the roadstead at 
Dakar, French West Africa, when 
she was’ given instructions. by 
French authorities that she was not 
to sail, 

Capt. Destrgzembosz ignored these 
instructions and successfully broke 
out of the harbor, In order to do 
sO he had to dodge the beams of 


the net defenses of the harbor. 

“The Polish ship Pulaski (6345 
tons) (Capt. Hurko) was in the in- 
ner harbor at Konakri, French 
West Africa, when the French au- 
thoritieg intimated that they would 
not allow the ship to sail. 

“Capt. Hurko successfully broke 
out of the harbor at night and es- 
caped, although his ship was fired 
on by the shore batteries. 

“The captains of both these ships 
have been” congratulated by the 
British naval authorities on their 
determination and fine stamafn- 
ship. 

“Both ships are now 
ports.”

HIS week’s prima donna at 
Municipal Opera is easy on the 
eyes as well as the ears. She 
is blond, blue-eyed, petite and 
shapely Hilda Burke, whose physi- 
cal attractiveness matches her 
lovely voice. She came from the 
Metropolitan Opera to sing Nadina 
in the “Chocolate Soldier.” When 
I remarked that she broke tradition 
with the big, buxom grand opera 
stars, she agreed candidly. 
“Edward Johnson (manager of 
the Met) is picking us that way 
now,” she laughed. “He demands 
something in the way of looks and 
acting ability. People won’t be sat- 
isfied with only a voice.” 


Reading the list of big roles she 
has sung at the Metropolitan the 
past five years, it didn’t seem cred- 
ible. “But, you see,” she explained, 
“I got a very early start. When I 
made my debut with the Chicago 
Opera 10 years ago, they said I was 
the youngest singer ever to appear 
in a leading role in grand opera. 
The role was Aida. I was just 21. 
It seemed to amaze the critics that 
one so young and small should 
attempt such a robustious role and 
get away with it. 

“IT had just won the Juilliard 
prize of a Dresden fellowship and 
a three-year contract with the 
Dresden Opera Company. The Chi- 
cago Opera Company immediately 
offered me a three-year contract if 
I would forfeit the Dresden oppor- 
tunity. So I did, and thereby re- 
versed the usual order of studying 
and singing in Europe, then com- 
ing back for an American debut. 

“The way I happened to be en- 
gaged by the Chicago Opera man- 
agement? They heard me over the 
radio and sent for me.”

ll picnic salads is potato salad 
—but that’s no reason why you 
should not serve it at home as well 
as on picnics. A big luscious bowl 
of colorfully garnished potato salad 
is such an effective main dish for 
luncheon or Sunday night supper 
that the cold meats you will prob- 
ably serve with it become virtually 
a side dish. The secret of good 
potato salad is to choose firm, waxy 
boiling potatoes, and to cook them 
barely tender. New potatoes are 
good for salad, both in texture and 
in flavor. Boil thenr in their jack- 
ets if they are quite small, because 
it is much easier to peel thm after 
cooking. They should be boiled 
the day before using, and the salad 
made up early the next morning, 
so as to have plenty of time to 
“ripen” in the refrigerator before 
serving. . 
Summer Potato Salad (Cost About 
22 Cents). 

Two pounds boiling potatoes, one- 
half cup diced celery, one-half 
bunch radishes, sliced; one-fourth 
cup chopped sweet pickles, salt to 
suit taste, one tablespoon chopped 
parsley, one small bunch’ green 
onions, sliced, two hard-cooked 
eggs, diced; about one-half cup 
mayonnaise, two. tablespoons juice 
from pickles. 

Boil potatoes in their skins until 
just tender. Drain and cool thor- 
oughly before peeling. Peel and 
dice potatoes, and combine with 
other ingredients. If desired, one 
or both of the eggs may be re- 
served to garnish the bowl, and to- 
mato slices or wedges may be add- 
ed for garnish if desired. Let stand 
in refrigerator for an hour or two 
before serving, to blend flavors,

Slam Due to 


Weak Bidding

é6 EAR MR. CULBERTSON: 
[) ators with many of our 
friends, we try to play Cul- 
bertson bridge in our little group. 
You will notice I say we try to 
play, as some of us have been miss- 
ing a number of slams lately. So 
we would like a little advice from 
your column. 
“The following hand was played 
in a recent match in which total 
points counted.

“East-West, during Culbertson 
and 4-5 no trump conventions, have 
been rather successful in bidding 
games, but seem to flounder on 
Some slam contracts. 

“West contended that using the 
45 no trump convention in this 
deal would tell him nothing, inas- 
much as it was  East’s spade 
strength that he wanted to find 
out about. He was afraid that 
East had something like four 
spades to the jack, with consid- 
erable strength outside. 

“East felt that his jump in spades 
and subsequent bid of hearts should 
have been enough for West to go 
to slam. East himself could not 
place any of the aces. West tried 
to impress East via the five spade 
bid that he wanted an additional 
trick in spades and, if East had 
it, to bid a slam. East, however, 
was afraid that the opponents 
might lay down two aces, What 
is the answer?

T am afraid that West does not 
appreciate the great importance of 
holding four aces when partner 
makes a strong raise. The moment 
East raised the opening spade bid 
to three, West should have resolved 
on a slam contract, and the only 
question to determine was whether 
said stam should be of the small or 
grand variety. The mere fact that 
East, who could hold no ace, had 
the strength for a double raise was 
good and sufficient reason for ex- 
expecting him to. supply at least 
three and possibly all four of the 
missing kings. It was possible but 
unlikely that his spade support was 
no better than J-10-x-x, but even 
this should not have deterred West 
from reaching a slam; since in that 
case East would have to have 
greater outside strength.

O more will dogs owners mourn- 
N fully moan, “Where has my lit- 

tle dog done,” when their pet 
goes for a week end walk. No 
more will bulldogs be elongated 
to dachshund length in frenzied 
disputes of ownership. No longer 
will allergic airedales be forced 
to suffer the indignity of having 
their noses rubbed in ink. Not 
if the National Bureau of Canine 
Identification has its way. 


For it is the aim of the bureau, 
a St. Louis organization established 
six months ago, to get the number 
of every dog, mongrels as well as 
the dog born with a silver bone 
in his mouth, by having it written 
on the dog’s leg with an electric 
pen and recorded at the bureau, 
thus establishing a permanent 
identification system and assuring 
a sort of pooch Utopia among dog 
lovers. 

“The world has gone dog crazy,” 
Elmer T. Stege, head of the bureau, 
assured us in expounding the N. 
B. O. C. I.’s case. “Last year 15,- 
000,000 licenses were issued in the 
United States. You hardly ever 
see a picture or ad that there 
isn’t a dog in it. Yet, according 
to our research, there has never 
been a positive permanent system 
of identification in dog history. 
Just read the ads for lost dogs; 
they’re pathetic. They'll read, 
‘Lost, brindle bull, male, ‘Buddy.’ 
Why there may be hundreds of 
brindle bulls named Buddy. Just 
look at these ads,” he brought out 
a sheaf of clippings, ads for a 
half Chow-half Spitz named Tippy, 
a pointer answering to name of 
Mickey, a toy fox terrier named 
Trixie. ; 

“They even put pictures in the 
paper,” Stege went on, “trying to 
find their pets. Under our system

“Here’s how our machine works; 
a number of veterinarians have 
these,” he explained, unravelling 
and connecting a long wire with a 
large pencil-like apparatus on the 
end. “The doctor holds this just

After th the 
vet applies his fine cerian 
script, total writing tipfe being 


about a minute. 

“I know a German doctor who 
has an old dachshund,” Stege said, 
“and he insisted the dog wouldn’t 
let us touch her. He said she 
always cried as soon as he started 
for the operating room. But we 
applied the anesthetic, wrote the 
number, and the dog lay there 
without a whimper.” 

The number used is a serial num- 


ber; there are no two alike. The 
bureau keeps its records’. on 
small cards, noting the owner’s 


name, address, phone number, the 
dog’s name, breed, sex, location of 
mark, the number itself, and sig- 
natures of owner and veterinarian. 
The doctor keeps one copy, the bu- 
reau one, and the owner one. 
“This is not to be confused with 
the registration by the American 
Kennel Club which registers pedi- 


grees,” Stege pointed out. “This 
registers identification number 
only, although we have special 


marks for kennels and in cases 
where dogs are used for breeding, 
the owners can check the mark and 
be sure the dog came from the 
kennel claimed.” 

There have been other efforts to 
identify dogs, notably noseprint- 
ing and footprinting. One mah, 
Richard Meaney of the Bide-a-Wee 
Home for Animals in New York 
has even organized a service known 
as Noseprints, Inc. Stege is in- 
clined to sniff a bit at this method 
of identification, however. 

“If a noseprinted dog were lost,” 
he argued, “you’d have to nose- 
print every dog of that descrip- 
tion to find the lost dog.”

OREOVER, he points to a 
MM news item of a petty larceny 

suit in Omaha involving two 
mixed cocker spaniels. To estab- 
lish identification the dogs were 
photographed, noseprinted and foot- 
printed, but “after 30 minutes of 
these tests,” the news item reads, 
“Bertillon expert John Dennison 
threw up his hands. The prints 
were too hard to decipher.” 

“Pictures are also of no use,” 
Stege said. “There is a case of a 
dog bought in California and 
shipped here. When the owner 
received the dog he discovered it 
wasn’t the one he bought. There 
were three descriptions of the dog, 
the registration papers, the health 
certificate, and the dog itself, but 
no identification. The owner wrote 
to California and sent a picture 
but the vet there said it was im- 
possible to identify a dog by its 
picture.” 

There are other reasons for this 
terrier tattoing aside from locat- 
ing lost dogs. If your dog, for in-

“When a dog is inoculated he’s 
given a number, usually on a tag 
but the tag is often lost,” Stege ex- 
plained. “Now suppose the dog 
bites someone and that person goes 
to the owner to complain. The 
owner may say, ‘But that’s not my 
dog; that’s a stray.’ If the dog 
were numbered the owner could be 
located, and should the dog have 
rabies, health officials could look 
in the neighborhood for other dogs, 
and could inquire to see if anyone 
else had been bitten. Health and 
police officials can use our files at 
any time.” 

Another thing numbering your 
canine prevents is the sale of stolen 
dogs. 

“When the hunting season is 
over some men go around and steal 
dogs, take them to the kennels and 
say, ‘Well I’m all through hunting 
this year, I’d like to sell my dog.’ 
The kennel owner might never 
have seen the man but if the dog’s 
a good dog he'll buy it. If the dog 
were marked the kennel owner 
could insist on seeing the man’s 
certificate of ownership before he 
bought it. And in cases where the 
dog had been stolen we would pros- 
ecute. In Cincinnati there was a 
case where a man stole nearly 300 
dogs ranging in price from 50 cents 
to $200 and sold them to clinics. 
Through the identification system 
we hope to stop the sale of stolen 
dogs and eventually the stealing 
itself. 

“The Bureau itself came about 
through a dog stealing. My as- 
sociate, Al Weber, went hunting in 
the country and took his beautiful 
bird dog with him,” Stege related. 
“In the morning the hunters got a 
few quail and then went into town 
to eat. While they were in the 
restaurant the dog wanted to get 
out. The man with Weber said, ‘T 
wouldn’t let him out, he might get

wouldn’t leave as long as I’m here.” 
About 15 minutes later they went 
out and no dog. They called and 
whistled, still no dog. So instead 
of going hunting quail that after- 
noon they went hunting a dog. Be- 
fore they left they posted a $50 
reward for the dog but it was nev- 
er found, 


“The next season they went back, 
hoping to find the dog, and Weber 
visited a kennel that rents dogs. 
They brought him a bird dog, and 
he said, ‘Why, that’s my dog.’ ‘How 
can you identify it?’, the kennel 
man asked. ‘By the appearance, 
the spots. 
Weber said. ‘Look here a minute,’ 
the kennel owner said, and open- 
ing the kennel he let out another 
dog identical to the first. ‘Now 
which is your dog?’ he asked. 
Weber had to admit he didn’t 
know; they both looked like his. 
And as it happened the kennel 
owner had raised both dogs from 
pups. When Weber got back we 
talked about it and got to wonder- 
ing if there wasn’t some way of 
identifying dogs, and then we hit 
on this idea.” 

About a dozen veterinarians are 
now putting the B, or the A 
through Z, on dogs. Number A-l 
belongs to veterinarian C. Herman 
Beckman and in time to come 
there may be as much prestige at- 
tached to owning a low numbered 
dog as to owning a low-numbered 
license plate. 

Not only dogs benefit from the 
National Bureau of Canine Iden- 
tification. Several Sundays ago 
Stege spent the day with members 
of the Missouri Conservation Com- 
mission. Several of them had 
their dogs etched and Stege also 
put his mark on a pet fox owned 
by the commission, Billy by name. 


Billy, you may be interested to 
know, is number A-57, so if you 
ever walk with Billy you will 


know with whom you walk. And 
by all means, if you’re out little 
red-fox-hunting, don’t give the tal- 
ly-ho until you’ve checked the right 
rear leg.

Tus: ductless glands work con- 
stantly and upon their smooth 
and efficient operation depends 
much of our happiness, good ap- 
pearance, disposition, spirits and 
even personality. I am not one 
who believes that criminals and 
morons are that way because of 
defectiveness of their ductless 
glands and that they can be 
changed into something good and 
noble by a few shots in the arm. 
Nor do I think Napoleon was 
Napoleon on account of his pitui- 
tary gland—or Mussolini, or Hit- 
ler, or Stalin, either. Heredity and 
environment have most to do with 
people, big and little. 

But size and shape have a good 
deal to do with the way a man or a 
woman fronts the world, and the 
glands have a good deal to do with 
size and shape. 

There is a destiny shaper that 
lies up in the skull in the pituitary 
gland, It’s a very small, little piece 
of flesh to have so much to do with 
so many things, not as big as the 


_end of your little finger. But if it 


gets to be as big as the end of your 
thumb, there is the dickens to pay. 
Growth, both vertically and hor- 
izontally, depends on the pituitary 
gland, and nobody can deny that 
has some effect on the personality. 
Six feet three looks at the world 
differently than four feet eight. 
And 250 pounds finds things differ- 
ent every minute of the day and 
night from a hundred and five. 


Overactivity of the pituitary 
gland causes giantism and removal 
of the gland (in the rat as the ex- 
perimental animal) slows growth 
and development generally. Look- 
ing at them, one would not think 
he was looking at an animal some 


months, rather than some weeks, 
old. 
If the contrary experiment is 


carried out—of injecting pituitary 
extract into some of the newborn 
animals of a litter, they grow 
twice or three times as fast as 
their untreated litter mates. 

Undoubtedly the dumpy little, 
fat children, so often seen, have a 
slowly functioning pituitary gland. 
Parents, however, should not try 
to rush things in these cases by 
resorting to pituitary gland injec- 
tions. There are plenty of plump 
little girls and boys at around the 
age of 9 to 11. The parents sigh 
over these, but in the great major- 
ity of cases the pituitary begins to 
function suddenly at 12 or 13 years 
and the plumpness disappears s0 
that at 16 or 17 they are as slender 
and graceful as a willow wand. 

In many cases of overdevelop- 
ment or oversecretion of the pitui- 
tary gland, producing giantism or 
overgrowth of the jaw and hand 
and foot bones, it is possible to 
reduce the growth by the use of 
exposure to the irradiations of the 
X-ray. Thus we have means of 
reducing and of replacing the se- 
cretion of this “master gland of 
human destiny.”
